Supreme Court clears 
way for gay marriage 
in 11 more states

The two-decade drive to legalize same-sex 
marriage passed a major milestone Monday 
and neared final victory as the Supreme Court 
cleared the way for gays and lesbians to marry 
in II additional states. 

Social conservatives had seen the high court 
as their last hope to halt gay marriage, but in a 
surprise move justices flatly turned down ap- 
peals from five states, some with right-leaning 
state attorneys who were seeking to reinstate 
bans against same-sex marriage. 

Instead, the high court let stand appellate 
rulings that had struck down the bans, there- 
fore putting off once again the thorny ques- 
tion of whether gays and lesbians nationwide 
have a constitutional right to marry 

But even though the action, issued with no 
comment, does not carry the weight of a for- 
mal ruling, it is likely to send a strong message 
to lower court judges that same-sex marriage 
could soon be legal across the country 

Monday’s action means that gay marriage 
will be legal in 30 states, including for the first 
time in the South. The court order makes gay 
marriage immediately legal in Indiana, Okla- 
homa, Utah, Virginia and Wisconsin. Not far 
behind will be six other states in the same fed- 
eral circuit districts where gay marriage bans 
are now in effect illegal: Colorado, Kansas, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, West Vir- 
ginia and Wyoming. 

Added to the 19 states that had legalized 
same-sex-marriage, the court’s move brings 
gay marriage to most of the nation for the 
first time. 

The ACLU’s James Esseks called it “a wa- 
tershed moment for the entire country.” 

“We are one big step closer to the day when 
all same-sex couples will have the freedom to 
marry” he said. 

In the end, conservatives on the court may 
have decided that the battle over gay marriage 
is not worth fighting at this time. Public opin- 
ion polls show growing support for same-sex 
marriage. Since the court’s last ruling on the is- 
sue in 2013, same-sex-marriage advocates have 
won an unprecedented string of legal victories. 

A few states moved immediately to begin 
issuing marriage Hcenses to gay couples, while 
others said they would do so as soon as courts 
handed down final orders.

Erika Turner and Jennifer Meisop, both 26, 
were the first same-sex couple to get a license 
in Arlington, Va., outside Washington. About 
a half-hour later, they were married in front of 
the courthouse, each holding a red rose. 

“Not everybody in the United States has this 
opportunity” Turner said. She said the two had 
planned to be married in August 2015, in an- 



other state if necessary but that they headed 
to the courthouse when they heard the news. 

In Wisconsin, Milwaukee County Clerk of 
Courts Joseph Czarnezki said his office would 
immediately begin issuing marriage licenses 
to gay couples. 

“There is nothing preventing us from pro- 
ceeding,” Czarnezki said. 


In Denver, a federal appeals court handed 
down orders formally clearing marriage to be- 
gin in Utah and Oklahoma. Colorado Atty Gen. 
John Suthers said he ordered county clerks to 
prepare to issue same-sex marriage licenses. 

Marion County the largest in Indiana, be- 
gan giving marriage licenses to gay couples 
shortly after the court’s action, said Erin Kel- 
ley, director of communications for the office. 

Monday’s court action was greeted as an 
important win by gay rights advocates, but 
not the nationwide ruling they had hoped for. 

“This is historic. The Supreme Court has 
chosen not to stand in the way of love,” said Jon 
Davidson, legal director for the Lambda Legal 
advocacy group. “Now, we need a national solu- 
tion so that, no matter where you live, same- 
sex couples can have access to the dignity and 
respect that only marriage can provide.” 

The conservative Alliance Defending Free- 
dom emphasized that the high court had not 
ruled squarely on the issue. The “decision not 
to take up the issue now means that the mar- 
riage battle will continue,” said the group’s 
senior counsel, Byron Babione. “The people 
should decide this issue, not the courts.”

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Shooting a TV commercial? Looking for some cows? 
Kate Levinson has a Chicago-area spot for that.

W hen the Chicago-set blockbuster “Divergent” hit movie screens in March, 
fans of the series flocked to the theater. But Kate Levinson had her own 
reasons to be excited. “Going to see ‘Divergent’ was kind of the best day all year, 
because every other scene I’d be like, ‘I know where that is!’ ‘I know where that is!’ ‘I 
know where that is!’ ” Levinson said. “I took the day off and ate popcorn.” 


It’s no wonder the city’s scenic nooks and 
unexpected crannies looked so familiar to 
the 31-year-old West Town resident— as the 


founder of Levinson Locations, Chicago is 
Levinson’s business. In addition to the thou- 
sands of local houses, public buildings and 


natural settings cataloged on her office com- 
puter, Levinson’s grasp of the city and its sur- 
rounding areas has been honed with her peep- 
toe leather booties on the ground. At clients’ 
requests, she’s found parks, theaters and phar- 
macies; lined up photo shoots under bridges 
and between buildings; and left her contact 
information in countless mailboxes when a 
unique home catches her eye. 

“Everyone’s always like, ‘Oh, you’re a loca- 
tion scout, what do you do? Drive around and 
look for cool stuff?’ Sometimes {I do},” she 
said. “Those are really fun days. There are a 
couple days a year usually when someone’s 
Uke, ‘Could you go scout dairy farms?’ And I 


get to spend two days driving around the coun- 
try, meeting farmers, taking pictures of cows.” 

On the rare occasion that Levinson is at 
her desk in the funky West Town studio she 
shares with two staffers— and a mounted 
flea-market buck’s head dubbed Bobo Snacks 
Sandpaper— she’s verifying insurance, pulling 
city permits and ironing out other less glam- 
orous details. The administrative workload 
has compounded as Levinson’s business has 
grown. Since founding Levinson Locations in 
2009, the one-time assistant to former Chica- 
go location scout Hilary Rose has added both 
colleagues and a new brick-and-mortar work- 
space in the past 18 months. It was her time 
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with Rose that introduced Levinson to the 
idea of scouting. “I would have never known 
about this job,” Levinson said. “Who knows 
about this job?” 

Growing up in north suburban Deerfield, 
Levinson had imagined she’d be a teacher. 
She Hnked up with Rose as an intern in 2004 
when an interest in magazine publishing was 
sparked during her years at DePaul. When 
Rose retired a few years later, Levinson gradu- 
ally took the reins— along with several of 
Rose’s major accounts like Crate & Barrel and 
American Girl. 

There is no typical day for Levinson, but 
here’s what she was up to on a recent Thurs- 
day: She’d already scouted one location in 
Hyde Park that morning and before she heads 
to the set for a Cat Footwear shoot in a River 
North parking lot, she’s pulling together im- 
ages on file for another project. At the next 
desk, Emily SutherUn, 29, researches houses 
that might work for a Mattel shoot. The 
search to find exactly what a cHent is looking 
for, Levinson and her team agree, often is the 
most challenging aspect of the job. A recent 
gig locating a photo-permitting food process- 
ing plant for a paper towel company, for ex- 
ample, meant days of hunting and only two 
viable options out of the hundreds Levinson 
Locations identified in the area. 

“Scouting for new stuff is really challenging 
and it’s really rewarding when you find some- 
thing,” Sutherlin said. “You’ve done the re- 
search and you gone out and taken photos of 
something and the client is like ‘I love this!’ ” 

Though her work revolves around captur- 
ing particular Chicago-area spots, Levinson 
has no formal background in photography

Her eye has developed, she says, after years of 
practice, and in the process she’s accumulated 
resources many photographers can’t. 

“Let’s say Bounty paper towels is doing a 
shoot and they want a white kitchen,” Levin- 
son said. “If you’re a photographer, maybe 
your mom has a nice white kitchen or your 
neighbor, but how many options do you really 
have? ... When somebody calls me, I can show 
them 20 white kitchens in an hour.” 

Something else Levinson provides? A re- 
habbed Class A camper-turned-mobile pro- 
duction studio. On this particular day, this 
latest venture is waiting for Levinson in the 


River North parking lot along with her hus- 
band, Mike Muschong, who co-founded 
MoPro Chicago with her last summer. With 
more than half of Levinson’s clients requir- 
ing a place for wardrobe, makeup and other 
shoot essentials, combined with Muschong’s 
years co-owning a valet service, the endeavor 
seemed like a natural extension. 

“I think [Kate] hkes that challenge,” said 
Muschong, 36. “When we hear about a proj- 
ect that sounds almost impossible, she’s de- 
termined to make it possible.” 

Production staffers greet Levinson as pho- 
tographers utihze the industrial ambience of 
the surrounding buildings, catching the whir 
of the Kennedy Expressway against the Sep- 
tember sun as it slants through a cutout in the 
concrete. NBC’s “Chicago Eire” filmed on 
the same block just a week earlier. The recent 
spate of Chicago-set TV shows and movies, 
Levinson says, has kept her especially busy. As 
other local film and television-focused scouts 
are scooped up for visiting productions, cli- 
ents in need turn to her. And in a city like this 
one, Levinson says, there are always more 
places to discover. 

“Within an hour of Chicago, you have ‘the 
ocean’ ... you have dunes, you have wilderness, 
forests, there’s a big city, there’s rural. There’s 
everything here. It’s really amazing,” she said. 
“[Clients will] be like ‘Can you find me a 
beach that looks like the Hamptons?’ and I’m 
like, ‘Yeah, totally’ ”

Formidable women take 
the lead in *Gone Girl’

There was one line Ben Affleck didn’t want 
to deliver in the new movie “Gone Girl,” 
according to director David Fincher: “I’m so 
sick and tired ofbeingpicked apart by women.” 

In the scene a woman is, in fact, filleting 
Affleck’s character, weary husband Nick 
Duime— a devilish Nancy Grace knockoff 
(Missi Pyle) is implying on her TV show that 
Nick has murdered his perfect, blonde, missing 
wife, Amy (Rosamund Pike). 

“I think that was the only take we shot,” 
Fincher said. “Ben thought it was a little on the 
nose. He felt. Am I just being teed up to be a 
misogynist?’ ” 

“Gone Girl” is apt to inspire a slew of spirited 
date night debates, as the surprisingly subversive 
popcorn movie, adapted by Gillian Flynn from 
her best-selKng novel of the same name, slides 
down a razor’s edge of sexual politics. 

“To me so much of the movie is about 
marriage, but it’s also about gender,” Flynn 
said. “The different discriminations we take to 
each other. I think it plays a nice game with the 
audience, because obviously [Amy’s potential 
killer] has to be the guy, it’s always the guy But 
that would be too easy so it can’t be the guy.. 
We’re playing with the tropes that we’re all 
supposed to know” 

“Gone Girl” is stocked with complicated, 
demanding, intelUgent women. Keen-eyed 
detective Rhonda Boney (Kim Dickens) is 
investigating Amy’s disappearance; Nick’s 
wise-alecky twin sister, Go (Carrie Coon), is 
both his staunchest supporter and toughest 
interrogator; Amy herself is a Gordian knot 
of a character whom Nick and the audience 
struggle together to disentangle. 


In an interview hours before the premiere at 
the New Tbrk Film Festival last week, Fincher, 
Flynn, Pike, Coon and Dickens gathered to 
discuss their movie’s spiky portrait of the 
sexes. The conversation was sharp and funny 
and ventured beyond the movie into the sexist 
professional terrain actresses must navigate. 

‘AH these women could not have been men,” 
Pike said, of the film’s many female characters. 
‘And I think that is quite rare. These women 
have very strong female brain chemistry which 
adds value to the story” 

The most radical idea in “Gone Girl” 
belongs to Flynn, who has penned two other 
novels with dark female characters, “Sharp 
Objects” and “Dark Places.” Her $6o million 
idea— to borrow a figure from the film’s 
budget— is the concept of the “cool girl.” 
She’s a beer commercial ideal of a woman who 
Ukes football, poker and threesomes, whose 
figure and handbag are equally and impossibly 
compact. She has no baggage or saggage. 

“The cool girl piece is this idea of how we’re 
supposed to conduct ourselves in the world 
which nobody talks about,” Coon said. “Kim 
[Dickens] and I talk all the time about scripts 
where, once again you’re playing the long 
suffering wife, who’s being mildly patient with 
her manboy husband and she’s really bitchy 

“The whole movie is set out to prove how 
he’s not that bad a guy basically undermining 
her entire purpose in the film. We read that 
script seven times a week and I’m over it. The 
women in my life are not like that. The women 
in my fife are deeply complicated beings with a 
lot of wants and desires and thwarted dreams 
... God bless Gillian for giving us some real ... 
women to play”

Meet the namesake of Lori’s Shoes 



Chicago Tribune 

As a 24-year-old newlywed in 1983, Lori Andre 
rented a vacant storefront on Armitage Av- 
enue just west of Halsted Street, unsure how 
she would fill it. 

It was an unlikely address for either of 
her ideas— gourmet takeout or women’s 
footwear— with its view to a tire shop, on 
a sketchy stretch that didn’t yet buzz with 
young professionals and new moms pushing 
strollers in Lululemon yoga pants. But Lori’s 
Discount Designer Shoes grew into a destina- 
tion for them. Dozens of other boutiques and 
restaurants followed. 

Lori’s has outlasted many, weathering 
three recessions and the ascent of ultraluxury 
brands such as Manolo Blahnik and Christian 
Louboutin. Evolving along the way, Andre 
and her husband, Brian, dropped “Discount” 
from the name, opened stores in Northfield 
and Highland Park and launched online sales 
at lorisshoes.com. 

Fundamentally, though, Lori’s has stuck to 
the original vision: fashionable, high-quality 
shoes that you don’t find everywhere, at these 
prices, with this retail model. Rather than 
having sales associates ferry sizes back and 
forth, Lori’s always has stacked boxes right 
on the sales floor, for customers to help them- 
selves. The self-service aspect reduced over- 
head, and no one seemed to mind standing on 
their own two feet to try on styles. 

Andre honed her eye for aesthetic value in 
college, studying abroad in Italy while earn- 
ing an art history degree from the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison. She returns to Milan 
twice a year to uphold her store’s subtitle as 
“The Sole of Chicago.” 

After living in Northfield, she and her hus- 
band recently moved back to Chicago and live 
in Lakeview Here, in an edited transcript of 
our conversation, she walks us through her 
journey 

How did you decide to start the business? 

When I graduated college, I was working 
for a noncommercial print gallery, helping to 
curate collections for art collectors and doing 
corporate sales. I loved my job, but I always 
had an entrepreneurial spirit. I wanted to do 
something on my own. My husband was in 
law school, and we had just gotten married 
and were living in the neighborhood, off 
Armitage and Orchard Street. We saw there 
was a space for rent. 

Initially I wanted to do gourmet take- 
out. But I was talked out of it by a lot of 
people who said it’s really a tough business. I 


thought, I love food, but I also love shoes. I’ll 
open a shoe store. 

The concept was a discount store. At the 
time, shoes were stiU being manufactured 
in the U.S., as well as in Spain and Italy. So I 
went to St. Louis, where there were a lot of 
jobbers [who sell overruns and canceled or- 
ders at wholesale]. I started buying all these 
job shoes. It started on a shoestring budget. 
My parents gave me a $20,000 loan. 

Now you go to Europe for your shoes. I don’t 
see a lot of the brands you carry elsewhere. 
How do you choose? 

We don’t want to be like everyone else 
because then I don’t think it’s an added value 
to shop here. So we select shoes from small 
factories in Italy We look for styles that are 
on the forefront of fashion, but not so ag- 
gressive that people can’t understand them. 
We’re also very conscientious about the price 
point. It’s just having an eye, homing in on 


certain items that are new or fresh or that 
might not be as commercial. 

From its boutique height, Armitage has lost a 
lot of stores. How have you survived? 

When I first started, we were just coming out 
of a recession. In ’90-’9i we had the savings 
and loan crisis, then 9/11 in 2001, then the 
2008 recession. We were very resilient be- 
cause we’ve been in business so very long and 
we actually have capital in the bank. A loyal 
customer base and being not just proactive 
but also reactive, and able to make changes 
quickly have also helped us persevere. 


That doesn’t fly in the face of trusting your 
gut? 

It’s different when it pertains to long-term 


ideas, like choosing your career or making a 
decision about taking a job. That’s when you 
need to think about what a year from now 
win look hke, so that you can make a good 
decision and a practical one. 


The quality? So much of what you pay for is 
the name. They might be made in some of 
the same factories that we buy from in Italy 
Or they find some fabrication that’s exclusive 
to them. But I sometimes wonder why they 
charge what they do and why — and how- 
people pay what they do. 

What’s one of your top-selling brands? 

Bernie Mev. They’re made in China. We’ve 
carried them 20 years. This whole trend 
toward comfort has given them such broad 
appeal. We also do really well with Jeffrey 
Campbell, Franco Sarto, Sam Edelman, a lot 
of contemporary brands. 


What is one piece of advice you’d give a 
young woman now? 

Weigh all of your options.
